The week has been characterized by.

cipitation; Average number of clear 
days two, partly cloudy three, cloudy 
two. Although more cloudiness is re- 
ported than during the previous week, 
the clouds have not obscured sunshine 
to much extent, except on one "flay. 


On four days the temperature has been 


summer like, registering in the SO's over 
a large portion of the district. In the 
northern interior and in parts of western 
sections the minimum temperatures have 
ranged bet\veon 29 degrees and 32 de- 
grees-on several mornings without dam- 
aging- frosts. 


•The weekly mean temperature for the 


district at large is 53 degrees, or 6 de- 
grees above the mean of the previous 
week. 


Some sections of- New England have 


been, entirely without pre.cipuatiop in 
the past week. In other localities not 
.more, than a "trace" has fallen, and the 
maximum amounts reported are gener- 
ally less than .25 of an inch. The rain- 
fail occurred mostly during the evening 
a rid-night of the 25th, principally in the 
form of thunder storms. In Middlesex 
and; .-Essex counties of Massachusetts 
atn<J-in southeastern New Hampshire 
these electrical disturbances were se- 
vere.

By 
state legislation only can this evil be 
eradicated or reduced to a minimum, and 
wherever the Republicans have posses- 
sion of the slate le#isl»tures they ought 
to see to it that proper legislation to 
repress this great and growing evil Is 
enacted. The Republican party, as such, 
Is not favorable to these trusts and 
combinations, which oppress labor, puti 
up prices and control the markets.

In reply to an inquiry from James 


Thompson, of Chicago. I would say.

finder used on our seacoast defences 
is not a Government secret, but is a 
patented , appliance, an improvement 
upon a system that has been in use 
since ancient time*. There are In use 
three sets of apparatus somewhat dif- 
ferent from each other, which were 
invented- by Captain Watkins. an 
English engineer; 
Lieutenant Lewis, 


of our Amy, and Lieutenant Flak, of 
our Navy. They are very complicat- 
ed. and It is difflcuU to explain their 
operation so it can be underttood by 
laymen. All such inventions are as 
appliance of the mathematical princi- 
ple that, knowing the base of a tri- 
angle and the two angles at its ex- 
tremities, one can calculate the dis- 
tance between them. On coast de- 
fences the base of the triangle la per- 
manent, with fixed objects to mark its 
terminus. The angles, are ascertained 
by observations through instruments 
made for that purpose, and when they 
ace known there to a series of printed 
calculations covering all possible situ- 
ations which enables the gunner to 
catch the distance of his target at a 
glance. 


At sea, when u vessel is moving. 


the base is fixed and measured upon 
the deck. A telescope is placed at 
either end of that line, and the lenses 
of both are focussed upon the object 
to be shot at An observation Is then 
taken. a rapid mathematical calcula- 


ttion in made, the book of tables, is re- 
ferred to, and in a moment the gunner 
may know whether the enemy's cruis- 
er is five and . one-half or six and one- 
fourth miles away, or any other given. 
distance. This, df coarse, requires a 
great deal of technical skill and ma- 
thematical ability, but it is said to be 
absolutely accurate, and the apparatus 
is so sensitive and regulated to such 
a fine degree that by turning a key a 
monster gun weighing, a hundred tons. 
can be instantly adjusted so that with. 
a given quantity of powder it will 
carry a projectile of a given weight 
exactly the distance which the range- 
finder has determined. Of course, the 
gunner must know the contents of his 
cartridge, because, that is. a material 
factor in his problem. He must also 
make allowances for the wind,' for the 
resistance of the atmosphere", for the 
curvature of the earth _and for the 
movement of the enemy's fleet if it is 
in motion. The range-finder is, how- 
ever, a great deal more accurate than 
the human eye, and persons with de- 
fective vision will often Insist that a 
gun is badly aimed and find out to the 
.contrary after the &hot is fired. . 


Although we have guns on our bat- 


tle-ships and in the fortresses on the 
coast that will carry a projectile thir- 
teen miles it would be folly to attempt 
to use them at that distance, because, 
owing, to the curvature of the earth, it 
would be impossible to see the target, 
A man in a small boat upon the sur- 
face of the water cannot see more 
than four miles. From the bridge of 
an ordinary man-of-war, which, may 
be thirty feet .from the, water, a man 
with good eyesight or with a, glass can 
see eight or nine miles. A man at {he 
masthead can see ten or twelve miles, 
but very indistinctly, and that is the 
limit of human vision on a level sur- 
face.

A large 
portion of their descendant* were of 
normal type, but the abnormal in- 
dividuals were sufficiently numerous 
to prove the theory that heredity as 
well as disease 1* a potent cause of the 
multiplication of roonstrosliieij. 


In several varieties of plant* Mr. de 


Yries has reproduced the aboormal 
features for seven generations, 
la 


some of them the reproduction of un- 
usual growths is more frequent than 
in other*. On an average one-third to 
two-thirds of the plants raised were of 
the normal type, except that they of- 
ten retained some characteristics of 
monstrosity. Often the anomaly was 
repeated in the top of the plant or in 
the lateral branches. Occasionally cer- 
tain plants seemed to be absolutely 
normal, but their seed bad not lost the 
faculty of reproducing the monstros- 
ity. A species of chrysanthemum pro- 
duced In 189$ m individuals of ab- 
uormal growth among 200 plants used 
In the experiment In the case of an-, 
other plant only 4 per cent, of plants 
returned to the normal type. Another 
plant, which has its highest leaf sin- 
gle in the normal tpye. has three'leaf- 
lets In the majority of abnormal in- 
dividuals. Biennial plants., or those 
requiring two years to produce their 
$eed| are the most Interesting group 
in respect of monstrosities. 
Their 


deviations from the normal tpye are 
most numerous.

The first known i 
of this curious state of attains w-^ a' 
report nearly two week* ago that the 
wells at Maricopa. on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. 30 miles south of Phoe- 
nix, had suddenly become hut. It was 
four days thereafter that the phenom- 
enon first was noticed a dozen miles 
west of this eity. A test at one well 
showed a temperature of nearly 100 
degrees. No difference is noted in the 
wells in the immediate vicinity of 
Phoenix.

The line of the subterranean heat 


wave follows the general direction, of 
the Sierra Bstrella Mountains, a vol- 
cano chain lying immediately south of 
the Gila River. Thence it appears to 
continue on in the direction of the 
Harqua Hala Mountains, near which 
are a number of Urge and modern 
volcanic cones and hills of drifting 
volcanic ash. Farther to the east the 
lava flows are so geolGjically modern 
as to have overwhelmed In a number 
of .places the cliff dwellings of the in- 
dents.

Though no earthquake shocks have 


been noted in Southern Arizona for. 
years, it is the general belief that hot 
springs have broken out at each of the 
points affected, for the line of the phe- 
nomenon passea two rivers. , This view 
if supported by the fact that at Agua 
Calleate, 100 miles southwest, and on 
Castle Creek. 60 miles north, are im- 
mense springs of mineralised water 
with a temperature of 130 degrees.

guns only at intervals in rough seas.

yachts came churning their way in by 
the Shoals this noon and at one o'clock 
reached the harbor. A clote view dis- 
posed rapid-fire guns mounted fore and 
«ft, and the inquiring soon found that 
the vessels in question were th» Sindo- 
val and Alvardo, the little Sf anish gun- 
boats which were tee only fighting 
crafts to fall a prey to Uncle Sam's vic- 
torious squadrons in ale West Indies 
during the Spanish war. 


The vessels left 
Marblehead this 


morning and made m quick run to this 
port without incident. 


These two small crafts have been a 


long time in reachiDg'jthis port where 
they are to undergo repairs. 


They left Gaantanamobay for this 


country in the company of the ill-fated 
Maria Teresa and arrived at the Norfolk 
navy yard Dec. 24. Since then they 
have been at Washington. They were 
the escorts of tbe Raleigh'at New York 
last week, stopped at Providence and 
Woods Hole on the trip to Boston. 


From Washington to New York and 


from Norfolk to Washington they took 
an inside route, partially from prefer- 
ence, and also to prove that these wat- 
erways are all right for the quick move- 
ment of small crafts from place to place 
on the ccait. 


They have been through the Chesa- 


peake and Albemarle canals, through 
Back creek and Deleware canals, Dele- 
ware bay, Deleware & Baritan canal, 
Raritan river and Kill von Kill to New 
York bay. 


The trip from Woods Hole around 


the cape wae a very pleasant and lapid 
one, the officers explained, [and all had 
a most pleasant time. 


Boston was made more to coal ship 


and wait for pleasant weather befoie 
going to Marblehead than anything 
else. 


Both boats are painted white. The 


Sandoval has a signal mast forward, 
and the Alvarado two masts, practically 
the regulation schooner yacht rig Tbey 
are Jsister ships of English build, each 
110 feet long, slightly more than five 
feet draft, and showing but little more 
than three feet freeboard above the 
water line. Each is credited with be- 
ing a 19 knot craft, but 13 knots is the 
best either has done on the trip from 
Cuba. They are 15 feet 5 inches in 
breadth, register a fiaction over 100 
tons in displacement, and aie fouryeare 
old, having been built at Clydebank in 
1S£5 


Each has a six-pounder rapid gun, 


also an 'automatic one-pounder cannon, 
and really rate as torpedo boats. 
After 


they have been overhauled at Ports- 
mouth and their rapid-fire batteries in- 
creased and strengthened, they will te 
listed as torpedo boat destroyers. 


It was not the fault of the Spaniards 


that these gunboats fell into our hands. 
The Sandoval was in Gnantaiiamo hai- 
bor when that place was captured. She 
was of such light draught that she wss 
taken up the river, where our vessels 
could not follow her, and there her cap- 
tain had her breech blocks thrown over- 
board and the boat sunk.' 


After lying on the oozy bottom for 


about six weeks, she was raised by the 
crew of the Marblehead, and found to 
be in a terrible condition. All her inter- 


fittings had to be torn out'and rebuilt.
